Tells Teachers 


To Find Money 


The 
Jefferson 
Elementary 


school district board of trustees 
Monday night invited teachers to 
sit in on the budget sessions to 
determine where the budget could 
be cut to facilitate a requested 
pay raise. 


The trustees met in the second 


session of a pay discussion with 
the Jefferson Classroom Teachers 
association. 


The teachers are eligible for a 


raise of approximately four per 
cent, which will put them on a 
pay scale similar to teachers in 
the Jefferson High school district. 


Board Chairman Thomas Noo- 


nan said the teachers "had not 
made one proposal on where we 
are going to get money for the 
raise." 


Dr. Richard Foster, superin- 


tendent of schools, and Dr. David 
Shapiro, assistant superintendent 
of business, estimated the cost of 
nine salary proposals by the 
teachers 
to be 
approximately 


$500,000. 


The pay raise itself would cost 


about $168,000 and a reduced 
teacher's load would cost about 
$271,000, Foster said. 


Charles E. White, chairman of 


the teacher's finance committee, 
asked if the teachers could seek 
help from outside the district and 
sit in on the budget sessions. 


"We don't feel we're quite able 


to match wits with you on finan- 
cial points," White said, "but if 
we're going to have to find out 
where the money could come 
from, we have some resources 
available." 


Noonan said the budget was "a 


public matter" and the teachers 
were welcome to attend. 


Noonan said the board had 


"overextended" the budget last 
year to grant a pay increase to 
the teachers. "We had to postpone 
$50,000 in capital expenditures,' 
he said. 


The board chairman said thai 


after looking at this new budget, 


he doesn't think a pay raise is 
possible. 


Noonan criticized the h i g h 


school board sharply for granting 
a large pay raise to its teachers. 
"It's 
unfair to the elementary 


teachers," he said. "If this were 
a unified district, it would not 
have happened." 


The teachers distributed copies 


of a brochure, prepared by their 
committee, outlining current sal- 
ary 
schedules 
and 
comparing 


them with the salaries of other 
workers in the area. 


The brochure also pointed out 


the teachers' difficulties in mak- 
ing minimum down-payments on 
houses in the elementary district 
area. 


Trustee Dr. Donald Calvert said 


;hat "buying a house in the first 
year of work is not necessarily a 
right." He said he and his wife 
had to work for several years 
fore they could buy a home. 


He said some of the professions 


cited by the teachers in the bro- 
chure were seasonal and figuring 
on an hourly rate would not be 
accurate. 


Trustee 
0. 
Wayne Douglas 


agreed 
with Calvert that the 


teaching profession, as a whole 
is underpaid. "However we stil 
have problems of finance," he 
said. "The budget may become 
a strained budget. What money 
we have available will come al 
the expense of other things thai 
are needed." 


The board and the teachers dis- 


cussed at length a proposal for 
five day professional or emer- 
gency leave for teachers. 


The proposal would cover teach- 


er absences from school not pro- 
vided in rules covering illness 
bereavement, and court appear' 
ances. The teacher would receive 
the difference between his regular 
pay and th $20 pay for the sub- 
stitute. 


This. matter is now left up to 


the discretion of the superintend 
ent.

one day they never come back,' 
he declared, "they just cannot do 
this type of work. We must har- 
vest the crops in wet weather as 
well as dry and the difficult work- 
ing conditions of the field scare 
the local workers away," Scuote- 
guazza asserted, pointing out that 
they have covered the entire west- 
ern United States to no avail.

and Peninsula brides never had it so good. 


Today's weddings still tend to be big productions 


,but they usually remain reasonably sedate affairs 
with most folks on their good behavior.

There was a time when big Peninsula wed- 


dings appeared to be a blend of three-ring circus, 
a fox hunt, a horse and carriage race, and a good- 
natured riot. 


When Peninsula cities were small towns every- 


one in town attended weddings and strangers often 
took a lively part in the proceedings. 


Horseplay and practical jokes were to be ex- 


pected. The blushing bride really had reason to 
blush if she overheard the remarks being made 
by the gang from down at the livery stable.

About the only way to dampen such an af- 


fair was to announce a "temperance wedding" 
and even then a covey of drunks might show 
up to commiserate with the groom. 


Weddings held in churches could be held under 


control, but weddings held in homes and gardens 
were fair game, as were nuptials celebrated in a 
lodge hall. 


Favorite device was to turn a goat or a tin- 


canned dog loose during the ceremony. This gave 
the bride a chance to faint gracefully and made a 
very pretty picture. 


Fun-loving wags went to great lengths to place 


itching powder in the groom's gloves, or sneezing 
powder in the bride's bouquet.

Removing or loosening a wheel on the bridal

One stunt was worked to death by bachelors. 
They would hire a young woman from out of 


town to attend the wedding with a baby in her 
arms.

in the most conspicuous possible seat and bend a 
tearful and beseeching gaze upon the groom 
throughout the entire ceremony.

If questioned by alarmed relatives of the 


bridal pair she would explain that she just loved 
weddings and always cried at them. It was all 
perfectly harmless — only calculated to throw 
the bride into fits.

After the ceremony there were calculated at- 


tempts to get the groom drunk, or to abduct him 
and imprison him in a stable. 


Attempts of the bride and groom to slip away 


for their honeymoon brought pandemonium. Es- 
cape was rarely possible except in a hideous 
clangor of pots and pans, hooting horns, and rattl- 
ing strings of old tin cans. 


When a couple did get away they had fore- 


boding knowledge that they would be subjected to 
a charivari (shivaree) on their return. This cus- 
' torn often included a parade through town in a cat- 
tle pen mounted on a wagon and noise enough 
to wake everybody in miles.

Ultra-fashionable weddings on the Penin- 


sula's big estates were not so rough, but had 
their share of subtle and often very expensive 
jokes. 


Brides had real reason to be nervous 60 or a 


hundred years ago. But, actually, it all goes back 
further than that. Turning a wedding into a brawl 
is a custom that goes back 5000 years or more. 


Ancient Egyptians used to tttrow old shoes and 


tie the bride to the chariot. In medieval France 
the bride was expected to detach and throw her 
garter — not her bouquet. 


Throwing rice—originally it was perfumed rice 


—protected the marriage from evil Oriental gods; 
and carrying the bride over a threshold is a symbol 
of capture that goes back to the dawn of time.
